Britain has notified - Japan 
that it will conduct nuclear ex- 
periments near Christmas Is- 
land; south of Hawaii between 
March 1 and Aug. 1, the Foreign 
Office announced Saturday. 

The announcement said the 
notice was received Jan. 7 
from the British Foreign Office 
through Ambassador to London 
Haruhiko Nishi. 

Japan was assured that the 
greatest precautions will be 
taken to prevent loss and dam- 
age to lives and property dur- 
ing the experiments. 

The announcement of the im- 
pending nuclear experiments 
caused immediate comment, and 
opposition is expected from 
various Japanese circles.

5,000 Homes 
Razed by Fire 


In Dry Spell 


No less than 5,000 houses 
have been destroyed in fires in 
Japan since December during 
the long dry spell, causing 
Gamage amounting to '¥3,000 
million and 700 casualties. 


A particularly arid condition 
is noted in the Pacific coast 
section, where most. of the 
fires have occurred. 


The area has been having 
dry weather since Dec. 10, the 
second longest period since 
1939 when there was ho 
precipitation for 37 days. 


On the other. hand, there has 
been considerable snowfall 
along the Japan Sea coast of 
Honshu. 

This has resulted in a sharp 
decrease in fires along the 
coastline where conflagrations 
usually break out with — fre 
quency in the winter. 

National Fire Prevention 
Headquarters officials said that 
humidity in the country has 


|}dropped to 25 per cent since - 


the turn of the year—far below 
the normal 40-per cent level. 

With such dry weather, the 
officials warned, fires are easily 
set off.

Although many cooks sprinkle 
salt and pepper on meats be- 
fore roasting, the National Live 
stock and Meat Board says the 
segsonings only get through 
half an inch at the most so 
roasts require more seasoniiz 
after being sliced, | 

The skin on poultry also 
withholds seasonings from the 
rest of the flesh, according to 
the poultry and egg national 
board. It recommends, how- 
ever, that the cavity be lighiily 
salted and peppered before 
roasting if a (seasoned) 
stuffing is not used. 

Every dish with eggs requires 
Salt and, usually, pepper. Eggs 
should be poached in salted 
water. In beating eggs for 
scrambles or omelets, the salt 
and pepper should be blended 
in before the mixture is poured 
into the pan, 

In steaks and chops, cooks 
may have their own ideas on 
when to salt and pepper—before, 
during or after broiling. How- 
ever, even the salt institute ad- 
mits that steaks and chops 
brown better if browned either 
in the oven or in a pan before 
salting. 

The procedure most often 
recommended by meat cookery 
experts is to broil the steak or 
chop on one side; season with 
salt and pepper and repeat on 
the other. 

In pan frying, braising or 
stewing meats, the cuts should 
be browned on all sides and then 
seasoned before the rest of the 
cooking process continues. How- 
ever, if flour is used to Coat 
the meat, it-should be seasoned 
with salt and pepper generally. 

All vegetables should be boil- 
ed in salted water—and that in- 
cludes potatoes, Most vegetables 
also should be seasoned to taste 
after being cooked before being 
served, 

Whatever seasonings you use 
besides salt and pepper depends 
on. the recipe and individual 
preference. However, paprika 
helps achieve a more uniform 
and appetizing browning when 
sprinkled evenly on roast, poul-

Their 
foreign currency requirements 
would raise the sum needed to 
some $393,800.

less lead the party in the gen- 
eral elections and will likely 
control the party should an- 
other early election offer pros- 
pects of assumption of govern- 
ment control, 

These dazzling opportunities 
to Socialists, who never saw a 
larger Diet. delegation than 38 
in prewar years, inevitably 
spur a revival of personal rival- 
ries and ideological differences.

Seems More United 


Because the internal feuds of 
the Liberal-Democrats held the 
public spotlight for the past 15 
months, the Socialists appeared 
by contrast to be more united, 
harmonious, and even more dem- 
ocratic.

On Marxist Dogma 


The first approach rests es 
sentially on the Marxist dogma 
of a “dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat,” and upon the 
that all the “proletariat” have 
identically the same interests. 
(This is an interesting assum 
tion in the light of the Hun- 
garian revolt.) This approach 
lays less stress on the parlia- 
mentary process for acquiring 
power, and more on nonparlia- 
mentary bedies, such as labor 
unions, 


The second approach places 
greater emphasis upon the 
parliamentary route to power 
and the democratic process in- 
volved. It recognizes that no 
party can presume to represent 
90 million people if it legislates 
and governs in tue interest of 
only one segment of that large 
population. It believes that the 
regen domination of 90 mil- 
ion people by a single class can- 
not be democratic, even for that 
one class, unless there has first 
been a widespread application

1952, the increasing prospects 
of assuming responsibility for 
government has caused a num- 
ber of leftwingers who had 
formerly supported a. strict 
single class base for the party 
to shift their position. This 
has been particularly noticeable 
since the merger of 1955 because 
the reuni party has been 
under the nominal leadership 
of Mosaburo Suzuki, a doyen of 
the leftwing. 
Differences Sharpened 
The évidence in party activity 


in 1956 has been noted here be P? 


fore, especially the  party’s 
analysis of the Upper House 
elections in 1956 and its pre- 
liminary announcement of the 
new party program for 1957 
announced two weeks ago. The 
result of this slow but percep- 
tible shift has been to sharpen 
the differences within the form- 
er leftwing, between those 
whose positio: has changed, 
and those who have and still 
ppose any c .ange. 
Significantly, the protests 
that greeted the party announce- 
ment in December came from 
those blocs within the party 
farthest from responaibiities 
for policy or administration on 
the one hand, and from Sohyo, 
which of course as a nonparlia- 
mentary body, would not have 
responsibility for administration 
of programs anyway. The pro- 
tests against the party’s 1957 
program represent the revival 
of conflict over the basic charac- 
ter of the Socialist Party, and 
provoked Sohyo on Jan. 7 to 
eall for a leftwing alliance to 
protest against the new pro 
gram because it allegedly aban- 
dons the class-base of the party 
and its main reliance on labor. 
The Sohyo-sponsored amend- 
ments to that program at the 
party convention will be aim- 
ed to prevent such a shift away 
from Marxist doctrine. 

The leftwing alliance takes 


the form of the leftwing of the 
leftwing, the clustered faction- 
al groups around Hiroo Wada, 
Masaharu Nomizo and Jiichiro 
Matsumoto, urging the pubiic 
election of all major party offi- 
cers, not just the chairman of 
the executive committee, chief 
secretary and party auditor. 
Because Sohyo provides -he 
largest humber of active or- 
nization 
particularly influential in local 
branches, the Wada-Nomizo- 
Matsumoto bloc could expect 
to gain a plurality of the major 
party offices in an open. elec- 
tion. 

Superficially the issue before 
the convention this year 
resembles that of four years 


ago. At that time the radical 


leftwing of Sohyo, led then by 
Minoru Takano, sought to com- 
mit the party to a_ strict 
Marxist class interpretation 
and to adopt a _~ pro-Soviet 
licy on international _reia- 
tions. At that time Wada and 
current party chairman Suzuki 
leagued together to defeat the 
Takano program offered in the 
so-called “Shimizu plan.” 


Party Still Divided 

In 1957 the international- 
slanted direction of party 
policy is no issue, and the em- 
phasis upon a single class. base 
is itself less stark and less 
naked, despite its importance. 
Moreover, Suzuki and Wada are 
ranged on opposite sides, and 
the advocates of the present So- 
hyo plan ‘are those who ousted 
Takano from his control of that 
union in 1955. 

While the issues have been 
slightly modified and the chief 
protagonists have changed posi- 
tions somewhat, the basic issue 
still sharply divides the party, 
and not least its local support- 
ing blocs. The danger that dif- 
ferences of opinions on. the 
question may rend the party 
when it most needs unity, in 
an election year, is the chief 
risk the party faces in the 
coming months. 

Furthermore, it will be in- 
teresting to observe what in- 
fluence the Hungarian suppres- 
sion has upon the Socialist 
Party. As it seeks to redeem 
itself in the face of the op 
portunities for power now pres- 
ented to it. 


Russians on Defensive

LONDON—The Soviet Govern- 
ment will shortly conclude a 
new agreement with the Gov- 
ernment of East Germany reg- 
ulating the status of viet 
troops stationed there. The an- 
nouncement of this in Moscow 
a few days ago is the latest of 
a series of moves suggesting 
that the Russians are now on 
the defensive in Eastern Eu- 
rope. . 

To judge by the final declara- 
tion signed by Marshal Bulga- 
nin and Herr Grotewohl, the 
East German Prime Minister, 
Moscow has made an ostenta- 
tious gesture of support for the 
East German regime. Nevyer- 
theless, the Russians have been 


P- forced, at least in words, to ac- 


cept a new status for the 25 divi- 
sions which they have in East 
Germany to keep the Ul 
bricht regime in power, to main- 
tain the division of Germany 
and guarantee the loyalty of Po- 
land and Czechoslovakia. 

The agreement shortly to be 
signed will place restrictions 
upon the movements of Soviet 
troops and gives the East Ger- 
man Government a greater say 
in their disposition. In the case 
of East Germany this new 
move has more propaganda 
value than real meaning. No 
one believes that the Germans 
can have any effective say in 
the behavior of Soviet troops in 
their country or even in the 
management of their country as 
a whole. The troops are there, 
after all, primarily to keep the 
Germans quiet. 

But a similar agreement was 
signed recently between Russia 
and Poland. In that case too 
the Russians agreed to accept 
substantial restrictions upon the 
movement of their forces, These 
divisions and their threatening 
moves were one of the main 
factors leading to the anti-Rus- 
sian revolt of last October, It 
was natural that one of the first 
acts of the Gomulka regime was 
to get from the Russians an 
agreement that troops would not 
be moved again without their 
permission. 

With the Poles the Russians 
had little choice but to agree. 
If they had not accepted some 
such restraints on their free. 
dom of action, they would have 


regret been confronted with a full 


scale reyolt in Poland on the 
Hungarian model, The amaz- 
ing thing is that even in Hun- 
gary itself where the Russians 
brought in many armored divi- 
sions to suppress in the most 
brutal manner a national rising 
against their rule, they are be- 
ing obliged slowly to retreat. 
Before long there will no doubt 
be talk of yet another agree- 
ment, this time between the Rus- 
sians and the puppet Kadar Gov- 
ernment about the activities of 
Soviet troops. 


Whatever a ts are 


greemen | 
signed, of course, the troops 


remain. However carefully 
they are concealed and what- 
ever promises are made about 
their behavior, nothing can dis- 
guise their presence or of the 
dependence of the Communist 
regimes on their force. But the 
fact remains that circumstances 
have forced the Russians to talk 
about these troops and toe ad- 


mit implicitly that their influ- 
ence in Eastern Europe depends 
on them alone and not on any 
love for the Soviet Union or 
for the ideas of socialism. 

‘The extension of Soviet pow- 
er over the lives of 100,000,000 
people in Eastern Europe was 
carried out at the end of the last 
war by brute force alone, The 
last few months have shown 
clearly that that influence can 
be maintained only by force. 
Moreover, the Russians now 
know that in the event of war 
the armies of the satellite pow- 
ers cannot be depended upon to 
fight for them, and they must 
know that the populations of 
the countries of Eastern Europe 
would be their active enemies. 

The Kremlin is thus confront- 
ed with an enormous problem. 
After having’ seized those coun- 
tries by force and having im- 
posed on them Communist re 
gimes that are now heartily 
hated by the people, after hav- 
ing drained the countries of 
their wealth, and estranged 
them from the West, can the 
Russians make friends with the 
people they have tried so hard 
to make into enemies? 

In their feverish discussions 
with the Germans, the Hunga- 
rians and the Poles, there is 
evidence that they recognize the 
nature of the problem, but there 
is little evidence as yet that 
they have found the answer. 
They have to start from the 
very beginning and they have 
to undo so much that they have

In the Kremlin and the White House 


WASHINGTON — At almost 
the same time that President 
Eisenhower was conferring this 
week with the Congressional 
leaders in the White House, So- 
20ss Nikita Khrushchev 
was addressing a banquet in the 
Kremlin. There was a direct 
connection between what hap- 

ened in the Kremlin and what 

ppened in th. White House. 

Khrushchev was, it seems, in 
an ebullient mood. The most 
significant part of his speech 
has been largely overlooked. 
The United Nations, he said, had 
called on Britain and France 
to halt the aggression in Egypt. 
And what happened? Nothing. 
Then comrade Bulganin . had 
sent a little letter to Eden and 
Mollet. And what happened? 
Within hours, the British ana 
French had promised to with- 
draw their forces. 

At the White House, the Pres- 
ident, to support his request for 
a Congressional resolution em- 
powering him to oppose Soviet 
aggression in the Middle East, 
gave the Congressional leaders 
a briefing on the situation there. 
It was described as “somber,” 
and Secretary of State Dulles 
added a further somber note 
when he remarked: “If the Rus- 
sians go into the Middle East, 
and we don’t stop them, we 
are gone.” 

The connection between the 
scene in the White House and 
tne scene in the Kremlin is 
clear, if one recalls the sequence 
of events during the Middle 
East crisis. On Oct. 31, without 
prior. consultation with the 
United States, British Prime 
Minister Sir Anthony Eden an- 
nounced the forthcoming Anglo- 
French intervention in Egypt. 
On Nov. 1, Secretary Dulles sup- 
mitted to the United Nations a 
resolution calling for an im- 
mediate ceasefire. It was 
promptly vetoed by Britain and 
France, 

Meanwhile the Soviet press 
suddenly. blossomed with ac- 
counts of how 75,000 “volun- 
teers” were to be sent to fight 
with the Egyptians against the 
“Imperialsts.” On Noy. 5, Mos- 
cow Radio broacicast the pur- 
ported text of a letter from So- 
viet Premier Buiganin to Eden 
and French Premier Guy Mol 
let asking them how they wouid 
feel if a “stronger power” used 
“rocket systems” against Brit- 
ain and France. 

The threat was scarcely veul- 
ed. On Noy. 6, at 7 p.m. East- 
ern Standard time, a ceasefire 
in Egypt was declared in effect. 


Douglas. Dillon, American 
Ambassador to France, spelled 
out the meanin,, of this sequence 
of events' when he was in 
Washington a few weeks ago. 
He said, in effect, that the con- 
trolling factor in the French 
and ®ritish decision to accept 
a ceasefire in Egypt was not 
the United Nations resolution 
or United States policy but So- 
viet threats to use force. This 
was perhaps a tactless thing 
to say, but, like many tactless 
things, it was almost certainly 
true, 

It is true at the very least, 
that informed persons, whether 
in Cairo or London or Washing- 
ton or Moscow, believe that the 
lo-French intervention was 
halted and Col, Nasser’s bacon 
saved, not by “moral forces” 
but by Soviet threats. And the 
fact that this is believed—espe- 
cially that it is believed in Mos- 
cow-——represents a grave danger 
to the West. For where threats 
have succeeded once, there is 
always a strong temptation - to 
threaten again. 

At the time, there were those, 
especially in the Pentagon, who 
believed that the Soviet threats 
were sheer bluff, and that the 
bluff should be called. The 
United States 6th Fleet, they 
believed, had the’ undoubted 
Capability of stopping Soviet 
“volunteers” from reaching 
Egypt in significant numbers, 


. The United States had at least 


as much right to send volun- 
teers to Hungary, where brutal 
Soviet actions had been con 
demned by the U.N., as the So- 
viets had to send volunteers to 


Egypt. 
* 


Finally, the United States is 
absolutely committed to retali- 
ate against any attack on Brit- 
ain and France with a massive 
counterattack on the Soviet 
Union. Those who wished to 
call the bluff wanted these facts 
spelled out as quickly, firmly, 
and publicly as possible. The 
President ruled otherwise, . Per- 
haps he was right. There is al- 
ways a risk in calling a bluff, 
since it may not turn out to be 


a bluff after all, At any rate, 
the connection between Khrush- 
Chev’s boasts and the scene in. 
the White House is obvious. 
The proposal for a Congres- 
sional resolution restating the 
American intention to’ resist 
with force Soviet aggression is 
not motivated by any real be- 
lief that the Soviets are plan- 
ning an armed invasion of the 
Middie East. The resolution is 
intended, instead, to quote one 
of those present at the White 
House briefing, “to tell the 
world, and especially the Rus- 


sians, that the United States has 


not suddenly turned pacifist,” 
No doubt the Congressional 
resolution will serve that pur- 
pose. But it will not erase the 
damage to the West resulting 
from the seeming success of the 
Soviet threats. And it is at 
least worth asking in retrospect 


whether the world should ever. 


have been permitted to conclude 

that the United States had “sud- 

denly turned pacifist.”

Germans in USSR

BONN—When Federal Chan- 


cellor Dr. Adenauer was in Mos- 
cow in September 1955, he was 
given the assurance by Soviet 
Russia’s leading men that,-apart 
from the German prisoners of 
war and civilian prisoners, all 
other German citizens whose 
presence could be ascertained in 
the territory of the Soviet 
Union would be permitted to re- 
turn to Germany. 

With the exception of a very 
few the German prisoners of 
war and civilian prisoners who 
had been able to keep in con- 
tact with their home country 
have in the meantime returned. 
However, although more than a 
year has elapsed since the 
Chancellor’s visit to Moscow, no 
progress has been made with 
regard to the German citizens 
who are living throughout the 
USSR as deportees, and whose 
number is estimated at apprexi- 
mately 100,000, | 3. 

This group of Germans Who 
up to the year 1955 had in many 
cases abandoned all hope of 
ever returning to their families 
or to their home country, have 
derived fresh courage from ‘the 
promises of the Soviet Russian 
Government. | 

Ever since the establishment 
of the German Embassy in Mos- 
cow more than 50,000 applica- 
tions from Germans living in all 
parts of the Soviet Union have 
been received, containing ur 
gent and desperate appeals to 
help them return to Germany. 

Moreover, many other agen- 
cies in Germany, particularly 
the German Red Cross and the 
local offices keeping card index- 
es of missing persons, have re- 
ceived thousands of letters from 
deported Germans or their fami- 
lies living in the West. 

In this connection it is of par- 
ticular interest to establish un- 
der what groups these Germans 
and ethnic Germans come who 
are still being retained in the 
Soviet Union. The most impor- 
tant group consists of whatever 
remained of the 750,000 Reich 
Germans who during the last 
months of the war, and after its 
end, were deported to remote 
provinces in the USSR from 
East Prussia. |
